A DEAL IN PEANUT BRITTLE. 


The Trading Venture of a Youthful Hem* 


ber of the Grate bar Family. 


When they ptit tho price of peanut 


brittle clov.'U to 13 cents a pound in the 
big stores, Mando Gratebar, the oldest 
of tho Gratebar children, had an idea. 
Peanut brittle costs20 centa a pound in 
tliu grocery stores and confectionary 
stores up nronnd where the Gratebars 
live.

make 14 cents on tho deal. Tradoopened 
very briskly. Philip and Georgo and 
Clara, tho other Gratebar children, 
transferred their entire trade in peanut 
brittle to tho home store. Maude sold in 
any quantity asked 1'or—a single penny's 
•worth, if desired. This mado it very 
handy for George and Clara, the two 
younger children, who could run into 
their mother's room and ask for a penny 
nnd then scoot into Mando's room and 
buy peantit brittle with it. 


Mnndo used a toy scale and weights 


that had been given to one of tho chil- 
dren as a Christmas present. This was 
bad, for the weights had never buen 
sealed, and despite her thrift Maude is 
generous, and what between the un- 
sealed weights and her own generosity, 
whenever tho children bought 1 cent's 
worth sho really gave them nearer i 
cents' worth, so that when the peanut 
brittle was half gone, and she should 
have had 30 centa, sho really had only 
31. But this loss might have been re- 
trieved and tho deal still closed at a 
profit if Mfxnde had not begun to give 
credit.

Then Mauilo shut down on them 
absolutely. No more peanut brittle, ex- 
cept for cash and tho payment of all 
jack indebtedness. That throw them at 
onco back upon thoir mother. 
Called 


upon for 10 cents all at once instead of 
'or pennies separately, Mrs. Gratebar 


jstiKatod. Sho found tho two young- 


er children in debt to Maude, and 
Maudo herself uncomfortable over the 
situation. Philip had bought 10 cents' 
worth of brittle, so that tho total cash 
receipts bad been 81 cents. But even 
counting what tho little children owed 
as good there wasn't brittle enough re- 
maining on hand, oven if sold for cash 
and at full prico, to make good the 
original investment. 


Things wcro getting complicated, and 


Mrs. Gratebar acted promptly. She paid 
tho children's debts, mid then at once 
bought tlio entire remaining stock of 
brittle and divided it among all the 
children. Mrs. Gratebar paid 10 cents 
for this remainder, so that after all 
Mando closed out the deal at a small 
profit, but it wasn't enough to pay for 
tho bother, nnd that would have been 
sufficient to deter her from all such ven- 
tures in tho future, even if this had not 
been tho express understanding with 
which Mrs. Gratebar came to tbe res- 
one.—How York Sun.

A Big Hotel Scheme for lieno. 


A. Hannak, proprietor of the Inter- 


national Hotel at Virginia, has offered 
a proposition to Mr. Wm. Thompson to 
organize K stock company and remove 
the International to Beno. Mr. Haa- 
nak offers to take one-half the stock, 
providing a company can be organized. 
The building is a very large one and 
splendidly furnished.

The Illinois legislature created a new 


crime—\vifo desertion. 
Formerly in 


this state, as elsewhere, a man could 
desert his family without auy darker of 
imprisonment. Ho might bo compelled 
to give up sonic money to provido for 
wifo and children, bnt ho was guilty of 


o crime aud was safe from arrest. He 
3 so no longer. Desertion of his family 
as been raado a felony, punishable 
vith imprisonment at hnrd labor in tbo 
onitentiary, nnd not only has the law 
een passed, but several prosecutions uu- 
ler it have begun in the Chicago justice 
ourts. 


No one will complain of this. The 
bandonment of their families by men 
who forget honor aud obligation has be- 
•omo an abuse so widespread aa to call 
or the severest punishment. Men mnrry 
•onng women and desert them after 
,ho charm of the first intimacy has worn 
off, and this they have boon able to do 
rithortowith perfect impunity. It is no 
onger possible in Illinois. Tho law may 
not result in restoring husbands to for- 
saken wives or in reviving lost love, bnt 
twill at least deter adventurers marry- 
ng young women without first consid- 
ering the legal aspect of tho matter.—
